Euclid Underpass 
To Be Constructed 

A "blister-type' - underpass will 
be constructed on Euclid Avenue 
near Harrison Avenue as part of 
the current street-widening pro- 
gram. 

The underpass would be con- 
structed by building up the street 
on both sides, leaving a 30-foot 
gap for a passageway. 

Dr. Frank O. Dickey said the 
construction of a conventional- 
type underpass, with steps going 
down and up. had been ruled out 
on the grounds that such a struc- 
ture would be dangerous to the 
coeds for whose use it would be 
principally intended. 

The idea of an overpass had also 
been rejected on the grounds that 
large numbers of students would 
fail to use it. 

"Some type of structure was 
thought necessary because the 
large number of students crossing 
Euclid Avenue would tend to de- 
feat the purpose of widening the 
street, as well as create danger to 
pedestrians," Dr. Dickey said.
